ltoalizing that few stay in the liquor business because 
they like the excitem ent, but on the, pther band, roost of 
the dry law violators do so because of the profit in sales 
of prohibited liquids, the prohibition unit a t Pittsburg has 
aimed its big guns directly at the bootleggers' pocket- 
bouk- 
in a wholesale effort to make the business un­ 
profitable. 
Attorneys for th e prohibition unit there announce their 
Intention of seeking to collect from m anufacturers and 
sellers of liquor a license tax. 
On first thought, readers may be tem pted to see in­ 
congruity in the declaration of the governm ent which pro­ 
hibits the sale of a liquid and then places a tax upon 
the i m anufacture or sale of the game product. 
Second consideration, however, probably will give read- 
e tt.a new perspective. W ith bootleggers in business only 
fo r the financial rew ard to be gained from their busi­ 
ness, it necessarily follows th at any action which takes 
profit from their business hits a hard blow a t the whole 
|n *dstry. 
It m ust be remembered th a t the tax for mak­ 
ing liquor is $2,000 and a penalty of $4.60 a gallon for 
ev^ry gallon m anufactured. 
It m ight be difficult to 
pfOVe how many gallons a m anufacturer actually produc­ 
ed from his still, but $2,000, added to his fine in the 
event of conviction, would prove financially em barrass­ 
ing, a t least to the sm aller operators. 
In Pittsburg the plan is to tax retailers the sum of 
$2,550, which is no small sum either. 
The government is 
determined to eradicate, so far as possible, the sales of 
IU)uor, and taxing them , in addition to fp ^ s and prison 
sentences, appears to be a pretty good method, at that.

against the Jvils in her way. 
“ Mercy” and the sons of 
‘ Christiana”— M atthew, Samuel, Joseph and Jam es seem 
to be content to stay in the rig h t p ath' for themselves 
alone. 
But “G reatheart”—he was different—He was 
out to help destroy the works of the devil. 
G reatheart did not wait for the evil giants along the 
way—to come after him, he w ent after them! 
And he

Honest" and the four sons of C hristiana, G reatheart m et 
“Giant D espair” and his wife in deadly combat.
